WOOD MOUNTING BASES 


The cherry blocking wood which is now 
the almost universal type of wood 
mounting base has many good features 
and advantages but is unjustly blamed 
for much makeready which is due to 
other causes. 

Warpage, swelling or shrinking of 
wood mounting bases is only one of 
many contributing causes of excessiv2 
makeready. Others are: 

Surface damage to plates; incorrect 
type height due to wear, unaligned let- 
ters, changes in temperature or humid- 
ity affecting paper, ink and rollers; 
worn press beds and bearers; worn 
press bearings or worn register. racks; 
cylinders underpacked or overpacked. 

Still others: Cylinders not riding on 
press bearers; rollers in poor condition 
or set improperly with respeet to plates 
or vibrators; improper adjustment of 
cylinder grippers, bands or brushes; 
imperfect plates, forms clamped or 
locked too light; poor justification in 
composition and makeup of the form.

UNIPRINT PROCESS 


Rubber surfaced gravure cylinders are 
used by the German Uniprint process 
for label and commercial work in 
single, and multi-color. In the pro- 
cess, line or halftone film negatives are 
made in the conventional manner, and 
stripped into flats. Next comes the use 
of Uniprint foil, a plasticized, sensi- 
tized material. Exposure is made in a 
vacuum frame with the sensitized foil 
in contact with screened negatives. 
Uniprint foil is then transferred to a 
clean metal sheet.. The matrix plate 
is then ready for the molding process 


with a rubber material.

RADIOACTIVE RING SAVES FINGERS 


A new safety device, recently announced 
by the Armed Forces Institute of Pa- 
thology, in Washington, D. C., for fac- 
tory workers who use cutting machines 
or tools, may prove of use for operators 
of cutters, stitchers and others who 
want to maintain a top safety record. 


The device is a simple finger ring 
which contains radioactive chemicals 
and is worn by workers who use their 
hands near a cutting machine or tool. 
When the hand reaches the danger line, 
the detection instrument automatically 
stops the machine. The radioactive ring 
is already in use by women factory 


workers. Science Service 


COLOR VISUALIZER 
Coloron, made by Delta Brush Mfg. , 


Corp., N. Y., is an instrument for ac- 
curate analysis and control of color 
values for single and multiple color 
printing. It consists of eleven trans- 
parent sheets printed with a series of 
panels graduated from a 10% tint to 
a solid panel of the color used. The 
sheets are printed in the four process 
colors—black, red, yellow and blue— 
and seven basic colors. All tints are 
110 line screen. 

Coloron sheets may be placed over 
the stock to be used in printing, thus 
visualizing the exact result to be ex- 
pected. The sheets may be laid on top 
of each other in the actual printing 
sequence with the black type sheet on 
top to predetermine type legibility and 
desirability of color combination.

PHOTOTYPE JURISDICTION 


An agreement whereby the printers and 
engravers share jurisdiction over Foto- 
setter operations has been negotiated at 
the Milwaukee Journal. The agreement, 
following the pattern of one put into 
effect recently in Jersey City, gives 
typographers jurisdiction over compo- 
sition, development of the film, proof- 
reading, corrections and makeup. The 
engravers take over on the making of 
the final negative and finished plate, 
which then goes back to the composing

ETCHING MAGNESIUM 


Improvements in the Dow Etch Process 
include the etching of halftones and 
combination magnesium plates. In field 
test programs the etching time of half- 
tone flats of 65 screen is two-and-one- 
half minutes. The quality of etch, Dow 
feels, is the highest the industry has 
had so far as photoengraved printing 
plates are concerned. It’s free of 
shoulders. It’s a smooth etch, and it 
very sharply defines the image. 

After determining the need for the 
process, a firm applies to The Dow 
Chemical Co., Midland, Michigan, for 
a license. The licensee is then free to 
purchase an etching machine from 
either of the two present manufac- 
turers: Chemco Photoproducts Co., 
Glen Cove, N. Y., or the Master Etch- 
ing Machine Co., Wyncote, Pa. 

While the chemical etching tech- 
nique is presently available for mag- 
nesium, it is safe to assume that meth- 
ods for working copper and zinc will 
be available in coming years.

The ring metals, 114” capacity, are of 
standard construction. Within the rings, 
however, is a curved celluloid strip which 
provides a high arched back for the loose 
leaf sheets to rest on. It might be termed 
a built-in sheet lifter.

These are hand-fed machines, 
one hand operated and the other foot and 
electric operated. The United Shoe Mchy. 
Corp., Boston, Mass., also manufactures 
eyeletting machines which might be 
usable. 

While we have not seen any mechanized 
production lines making the duo-tang type 
of cover, it does seem that a feeding device 
for the eyelets, combined with a table on 
which to slide the covers, would do the 
job. If other BP readers have some ideas 
on the subject, we would like to hear from 
them.

Split Gauge Device 


Q. Is there any way of transform- 
ing @ three-part back gauge of a cutter 
into @ four-part gauge? On work to be 
trimmed on.three sides our cutter works 
beautifully, but if we get jobs that call for 
a cut on four sides our production is 
slowed since the operator has to adjust the 


gauge for the fourth cut. Can anything be 
done to speed up on this kind of work?

A. To the best of our knowledge 
there is no way to turn a three-part split 
gauge into a four-part, though we will ask 
the manufacturers their opinion. 

We have, however, noticed a cutter’s 
trade trick which might be helpful to you. 
Since the necessary trim is about 14”, a 
strip of cardboard of that thickness is 
pasted over a part of the gauge. The 
books are first placed against the strip of 
board, and after the cut they are placed 
against the gauge itself, skipping that

A. Various binders with whom we 
have discussed this have said they encoun- 
ter the same problem when applying 
gummed hollands to a printed surface, 
though none have tried adding chemicals 
to the water. They have suggested switch- 
ing to ungummed tape for these jobs, for 
it is felt that the adhesive strength of 
applied glue would be considerably more 
than that of water-activated gumming on 
such jobs.

For a number of years, book manufacturers have intensively concerned themselves with 
educational campaigns and promotion ideas to improve the sale of books, naturally 
figuring what’s good for the customer is good for the binder. 

Now that the trade binders have developed the roots of a strong national organiza- 
tion, the subject of customer relations has naturally arisen. Since in the main, print- 
ers of various classes are the major source of most binders’ business, the group might 
well consider engaging in activities which will promote their clients’ volume. Since 
printers have lost a fair amount of business to “office printing”—and in some ways 
the binders have, too—this field might in itself be the target of promotional activity. 

Another aspect is that it is to the trade binder’s advantage not to have his custom- 
ers going into the operation of binderies themselves so that helping them promote their 
business in this way might be one way of forestalling any developments of this nature. 


TOO SELF-CONSCIOUS ABOUT COLOR? 


At a Textbook Clinic meeting the other night, William Jovanovich, president of Har- 
court, Brace, cut right through a lot of the fog surrounding the issue of color in text- 
books, with the comment that, 

“We are too self-conscious, too defensive about color in textbooks.” 

That sums it up very precisely—for almost anywhere the discussion turns to mod- 
ern textbooks, you hear remarks such as, “I don’t know where this is going to lead us 
—color in a speller, heavens!” 

The one who made the remark may see nothing odd in that he drives a car with a 
pink roof and cream sides, or that his wife wears a yellow coat, or that the vitamin 
pills his youngsters take are very likely in color. 

It is time the industry stopped talking about color in educational materials, as if it 
was some form of social error, unfortunate but unavoidable. We might just as well 
make up our mind that color is here to stay, that if it is used for attraction as well as 
for function, then it has been used effectively and in good taste. And furthermore, that 
while it may be costly, it most likely will sell more books, and as time moves on, its 
cost of production will gradually be reduced, until instead of seeming like a bogy, it 
will seem like a member of the family! 


A ROSY HORIZON 


All the signs in the book business, both from the supply and the production standpoint, 
indicate a bright future. The developments in improved cover materials, the expan- 
sion programs scheduled or already in work in many of the industry’s leading plants, 
and the continuing advances in many supply areas, all bode well for the industry’s 
future. 

For those who want to think a bit more about how the industry is progressing, we 
commend them to Ed Triebe’s report on “What’s Cooking in Bookmaking?” in our 
last issue, and our statistical barometer, the Lasser report on casing-in figures, as well 
as the material we can promise you now about new cover materials and techniques, 
new ways to keep color reproduction costs.low, and many other signs of a bright 
future for the industry. 
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DESIGNERS OF 
THE "50 BEST BOOKS" 


Book Production presents its first an- 
nual Book Production award insignias 
this month to each designer credited 
with a book in the current Fifty Books 
of the Year show, which is sponsored 
annually by the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts. These awards, which 
were presented to each designer in per- 
son or by mail, were created in ac- 
knowledgment of the outstanding qual- 
ities of design which won for the de- 
signer recognition in the Fifty Books 
show. See tabulation of selected books 
for names of designers so honored. 

Especially commissioned by Book 
Production, the medallion pins symbol- 
ize and commemorate the recipients’ 
contribution to the steadily improving 
quality of the nation’s book production. 
The Fifty Books show was particularly 
selected by Book Production as the 
basis for the awards because it is the 
only comprehensive, national exhibit of 
good book design selections. Most ex- 
hibits are regional in scope, or else fall 
into special classifications such as text 
or children’s books shows. The Fifty 
Books show includes all these cate- 
gories. 

The award, which is reproduced in 
actual size and color on this page, is in 
the form of a circular bronze pin, 4% 
inch in diameter. A white enamelled 
book is displayed prominently in the 
center against a dark red background, 
and in reversed lettering in white in the 
outer circle of the pin is inscribed 
“Book Production Award.” 

Book Production will present these 
awards annually to the designers cred- 
ited for the Fifty Books show in the 
hope that it will suitably honor the 
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creative. thought, inspiration and ex- 
perience resulting in these designers’ 
efforts even more than the listing of 
their names in catalogues and in ar- 
ticles in graphic arts periodicals. 

The awards round out BP’s annual 
presentation each year to the trade 
book publisher exhibiting consistent 
excellence in trade book design, and to 
the textbook publisher demonstrating 
“outstanding progressiveness in text- 
book design and manufacture,” as well 
as to an individual trade book designer 
who has made “the most outstanding 
contribution to trade book design dur- 
ing the year.” These awards have been 
presented annually through the Trade 
and Textbook Clinics of the AIGA for 
more than 15 years. 

At the annual 50 Books dinner, held 
April 5 at the Savoy-Plaza, N.Y.C., Paul 
Bennett (Mergenthaler Linotype Co.), 
who acted as master of ceremonies. also 
paid tribute to the designers and pub- 
lishers placing in the show, with a re- 
view of show statistics for the past dec- 
ade or so. P. J. Conkwright was cited 
as having placed 23 times in the past 
10 years, while Alfred A. Knopf, pub- 
lisher, scored the most selections, 25 in 
10 years. Juror Monroe Wheeler, Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, reviewed in brief 
the various selections, while Chester 
Kerr of Yale University Press, dwelt 
upon the aspects of university press 
publishing which he felt led to the con- 
tinuing representation of these presses 
in book shows throughout the country. 
Certainly, he asserted, it was not due to 
the traditional reasoning that they were 
blessed with time, funds, and endow- 
men’s, but quite the contrary. 








ELECTRIC GOLD TOOLING UNIT 


Manual gold tooling still practiced 
widely in commercial applications such 
as bible, library, and blankbook work 
has been significantly simplified with 
the invention of an internal electric 
heating device which eliminates the gas 
burner. In the past many experiments 
have been conducted to incorporate an 
electric heating device within the too! 
but they faltered for lack of adequate 
controls. 

The system consists of two units, a 
control box and the tool, connected by 
wire. The controls permit eight grada- 
tions of heat from hand warmth for 
blank stamping to 100 watts or full 
power. The instrument regulates and 
maintains the temperature set. In addi- 
tion a visual control is included to in- 
dicate exact temperatures. According 
to overseas trade papers, binders report 
more uniformity in application and less 
time wasted compared to such inexact 
methods as splashing water against the 
tool in an attempt to test its proper 
heat. 

The Kreeker invention has been 
adapted to all stamping requirements, 
according to the published reports. 
Type and dies for the instrument are 
made out of brass, but lead and other 
metal types are used as well. 

The wire which connects the tool to 
the control box has been placed in such 
a position so as to prevent interference 
with the usual handling of the tool. 
Where the thumb has to be used to ex- 
ert pressure on top of the handle, the 
connection has been placed to the side. 
The cable, which is six feet long, does 
not interfere with the operation accord- 
ing to reports by practitioners. 

The invention which is marketed un- 
der the name of Permacon is made by 
Max Kreeker, Grasweg 17, Hamburg 
39, West Germany. 


WORLD NEWS 


England: Large delegations of print- 
ers, binders, and publishers from other 
countries are expected at the Tenth 
International Printing Machinery and 
Allied Trades Exhibition (IPEX) in 
in London, July 5-16. 

Germany: Hermann Zapf, designer 
of Palatina and Melior types, has 
evolved a new typeface called Aldus 
Bookprint, related to handwriting.

Te FIRST NATIONAL conference of trade 
and pamphlet binders was held April 
18-19 at the Hotel Sherwyn, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., under the auspices of the newly 
organized Trade Binders Section of 
Printing Industry of America, Inc. The 
meeting was called by Joseph Kinlein 
(Optic Bindery, Baltimore, Md.), pro- 
visional president of the Section which 
was first initiated at the PIA convention 
in Detroit, November 18. The purpose 
of the meeting was to discuss the prob- 
lems of the trade binding industry, and 
to act upon.the four point program of 
the Trade Binders Section: 

1) Education and training. 

2) Customer relations. 

3) Production and operating costs. 

4) Exchange of technical informa- 

tion. 


While sponsored by Printing Industry 
of America, trade binders who were not 
PIA members were also invited to take 
part in the discussions. A detailed re- 
port on the meeting, which was held as 
Book PRODUCTION magazine went to 
press, will appear in the May issue. 
Pre-conference discussion with members 
of the Section, however, gives this cap- 
sule summary of the meeting’s signifi- 
cance: 

1) A means now exists whereby 
trade and pamphlet binders can ex- 
change valuable technical data, experi- 
ence, and opinions, with other com- 
panies, in all parts of the country, en- 
gaged in the same type of work. 

2) The national organization will 
serve as both a stimulus and a guide to 
increased activity on the part of the 
various local and regional associations 
of trade binders. 

3) It will now be possible for trade

binders to embark upon national pro- 
grams in public relations, education, 
training, research, etc., which could not 
have been done heretofore because of 
lack of means of communication and 
expression. 

Samuel D. Brown Jr., secretary of 
the Binders’ Group, N. Y. Employing 
Printers Assn. and assistant to the presi- 
dent of the N.Y.E.P.A., was the open- 
ing speaker of the meeting. In his talk 
on “What’s Ahead for Trade Binders,” 
Brown briefly outlined the present eco- 
nomic situation, showing how cooper- 
ative effort among trade _ binders 
throughout a national organization 
would help meet current and future 
problems. 

The proposed program for the Trade 
Binders Section was then outlined by 
provisional president Joseph Kinlein, 
laying the groundwork for the detailed 
discussion of each point on the follow- 
ing day. 

William H. Walling (Rogers Kellogg 
Stillson, Inc., N.Y.C.), president of 
PIA, addressed the Monday luncheon 
meeting on “Why You Should Join the 
Trade Binders Section and Affiliate with 
the Printing Industry of America.” 

The general session voted on the rules 
for the management of the TBS and 
elected officers. Details will be pub- 
lished next month. 

The. sessions on Tuesday, April 19, 
were devoted to the four-point program 
undertaken by the Section. Four trade 
binders spoke on their experiences and 
observations in each of the points as an 
indication of what may be done by the 
national group of the Section, or by re- 
gional affiliates. These were followed 
by questions and answers and general 
discussion of the issues raised. 


J. C. Burkhardt of Detroit reports 
on progress in customer relations. 


The four-point program of the Sec- 
tion was presented by four well-known 
binders. Mortimer Sendor of Sendor 
Bindery in New York City reported 
on “Education and Training.” John C. 
Burkhardt of the Burkhardt Company, 
Detroit, Mich., reviewed “Customer 
Relations.” Lewis Whitton, Franklin 
Bindery, Inc., Chicago, Ill., also spoke 
on “Production Costs”, and William 
Crayder, Excelsior Bindery, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., explained how trade bind- 
ers can accomplish “Exchange of Tech- 
nical Information.” 


How it Started 


The Trade Binders Section was the 
outgrowth of a suggestion made by the 
Binding & Finishing Div. of the Graphic 
Arts Assn. of Michigan that trade bind- 
ers attending the PIA convention in 
November, 1954, meet to discuss their 
specialized problems. About 30 bind- 
ers, representing 24 plants, attended 
the first meeting which laid the ground- 
work for the formation of the Trade 
Binders Section. Joseph Kinlein was 
elected provisional president and a com- 
mittee of eleven chosen to assist him 
in the organization of the Section. 

Members of the original organization 
committee were: Henry Friedman 
(Bookbinders Co., Los Angeles, Calif.) , 
George Hacker (Newspaper Boys of 
America, Indianapolis, Ind.), Otto Pelz 
(A. H. Pelz Co., Cleveland), A. R. 
Rowbotham (Dependable Folding & 
Binding, Los Angeles), William and 
Richard Sage (Commercial Bindery, 
Detroit), Louis Weissgerber (Philadel- 
phia Bindery, Phila. Pa.), W. Weiss- 
gerber (Pittsburgh Bindery), William 
Crayder, Samuel D. Brown, Jr., and 
Lewis S. Whitton. 
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- ANNUAL FIFTY BOOKS SHOW of the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts 
gives us an opportunity, hard to come 
by otherwise, of finding out what is 
most interesting in the current work of 
American book designers. One may 
question one or another choice of the 
judges in any year’s crop, but by and 
large these annual shows are very fairly 
representative of the best of the year. 

To judge from the present Fifty, the 
spearhead of creativeness in book 
design is not to be found alongside 
the spearhead of creativeness in litera- 
ture. There is only one piece of adult 
fiction; there are two juvenile stories; 
two plays (one by Shakespeare) ; 
three books of poetry, one an anthol- 
vay. All the rest fall into the broad 
«eneral category of “non-fiction.” 

Now to my mind the typographic 
designing of an ordinary piece of 
fiction is one of the most exacting 
tasks. There are no illustrations, no 
mixed or varied text material; there 
is nothing special except what the 
author wrote. Physically the stuff is 
straight and square as a board; but 
each book of fiction should have some- 
thing unique about it, and somehow 
have the “feel” of the kind of thing the 
author wrote. This is so rare that there 
is no good example in this show. 


Non-fiction challenge 

Next to plain fiction, perhaps, as a 
challenge to the designer is plain trade 
non-fiction. In this category are two 
of the most satisfying books in the 
show: John Begg’s Survival Through 
Design by Richard Neutra (Oxford), 
and Willard A. Lockwood’s Nothing but 
Prairie and Sky by Walker D. Wyman 
(U. of Oklahoma). Both are unpre- 
tentious but thoroughly “right” and 
consistent in all their parts. 

Outstanding in this show are what 
might be called “complicated non- 
fiction,” both textbooks and _ special 
informative or reference books, in which 
the designer had to deal with a com- 
plex miscellany of textual elements, 
illustrations, and sometimes tables and 
formulas too. One of these that is 
stunning in the boldness and success of 
its design is The Eagle, the Jaguar, and 
the Serpent by Miguel Covarrubias 
(Knopf), designed by Harry Ford and 
Sidney R. Jacobs. The author-artist 
gave the designers magnificent illus- 
trative material which they matched 
with an imaginative and generous typo- 
graphic setting. Harry Ford, inci- 
dentally, is represented by three books 
in this show. 

Another triumphant solution of a 
very complex problem is Basic Ballet, 
written, illustrated, and designed by 
William Walters English (Random 
House). One part of the problem was 
the translation of the four-dimensional

elements of the ballet into practical 
two-dimensional graphic forms; another 
part was to do so beautifully. This 
book is commended to anyone who has 
ever wondered how those particular 
problems might be solved. 

There is a certain kinship between 
Bill English’s graphic handling of the 
anatomy of the ballet and Anthony 
Ravielli’s graphic handling of the 
anatomy of the human figure for young 
people in Wonders of the Human Body 
(Viking). Ravielli’s inspired interpre- 
tation of such apparently unpromising 
materials as bones, muscles, and nerves 
sets a mark for any other author-artist 
in this field to shoot at. 


Triumph of ingenuity 
What this reviewer also takes to be a 
triumph of ingenuity in a difficult typo- 
graphic realm is Janet Halverson’s 
cookbook design for 101 Salads for the 
Gourmet by Gillian Sandlands (Har- 
court, Brace). By using an oblong 
format and a good-sized readable type, 
Miss Halverson has handsomely met 
the basic requirement of good cook- 
book design: the whole recipe readably 
in sight for kitchen use. 

A lively boldness fully in keeping

with its subject matter marks Alvin 
Lustig’s design of Industrial Design in 
America 1954 by the Society of Indus- 
trial Designers (Farrar, Straus). The 
material, almost as miscellaneous as a 
mail-order catalog, is excellently 
ordered and firmly framed by such 
devices as solid reverse half-titles 
bleeding on all four sides. 

The most represented designer is 
Alvin Eisenman with four of Yale 
University Press’s six books in this 
show. Of Eisenman’s four, the most 
impressive to this reviewer is the monu- 
mental two-volume Early Victorian 
Architecture by Henry-Russell Hitch- 
cock. The title page has a quiet and 
simple originality that is very pleasing, 
and the junkyard miscellany of hun- 
dreds of pictures of every kind that 
makes up the second volume is whipped 
into organization by what must have 
been a superhuman effort. Eisenman’s 
three other entries are the three poetry 
books of the show: two delicate and 
imaginative small slim volumes, the 
third a larger and more conventional 
anthology.

Lotus Sutra in Chinese Art by J. Leroy 
Davidson, a gracefully designed book 
with a simple but striking binding of 
gold and silver on dark blue, and The 
Unmediated Vision by Geoffrey H. 
Harmon, a well-printed example of the 
plain trade non-fiction. 

Still among the “complex non-fiction” 
special mention should be made of The 
Mammal Guide (Doubleday), a pocket- 
size handbook efficiently designed by 
Diana Klemin; Introduction to the Study 
of Insects (Rinehart) gaily bound, with 
a lively title page and delicate line 
drawings, the whole designed by 
Marilyn Marcus and Jack Marmaras;

Of the two juvenile stories, one is a

| er ARE HUNDREDS OF ADHESIVES, 
and there is no such thing as an all- 
purpose adhesive, even for a _ single 
hindery operation. A compounded ad- 
hesive that works wonderfully well for 
one binder, one machine, or one book, 
may be utterly useless for another bind- 
er, another machine, or another book— 
even though they may appear to be 
identical. Some binders swear by one 
adhesive manufacturer, and _ others 
~wear at him and bless another. Some 
rarely have problems with adhesives, 
others rarely escape them. 

Frequently it is not so much the ma- 
ierial being adhered to, as the produc- 
iion organization and storage space 
wvailable, which dictates the type of 
idhesive, the drying time, the rate of 
tack, ete. 

These uncomfortable facts must be 
taced, for at the root of them is the 
complex nature of today’s book manu- 
‘acturing industry. The more produc- 
‘ive the machines, and the greater the 
variety of paper, covers, and other 
vindery materials, the greater and more 
exacting are the requirements for a 
specific adhesive for a specific opera- 
tion, 

These are some of the more impor- 
tant variables which can change the re- 
({uirements for an adhesive: 
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HOW TO USE ADHESIVES 


effectively and economically 


1) Method of application. Will it be 
brushed on by hand, brushed on by 
machine, roll coated by machine, ex- 
truded by machine? 

2) Pressure of application. Light or 
forceful? 

3) Speed of application. Quick or 
slow? 

4) Amount of tack. The time it takes 
for an adhesive to convert from its liqu- 
id state to the jelly state is its “tack” 
period. Is it to “set” after a one-minute, 
twenty-minutes, or a longer jelling or 
tack period? 

5) Film density. Is it to be a thin or 
thick coating? 

6) Flexibility. How flexible is the 
finished book to be? 

7) Gram strength. Must the bond be 
very strong? 

8) Paper. Will the paper be porous 
and absorbent? Will it be all of one 
grade, or mixed? 

9) Cover material. Coated or un- 
coated? Porous or not? Made of a 
new chemical material? 

10) Atmosphere. Is it winter or sum- 
mer? Is the plant hot or cold? Dry or 
damp? 

The ideal adhesive for any job can 
be secured only when and if all these 
variable conditions are known and re- 
main constant. The conditions vary ac- 
cording to the job and the plant, and 
these variations exist even when it seems 
that practices and materials are fairly 
standard throughout the industry. How- 
ever, based on experience with a wide 
range of conditions and materials, over 
a long period of time, major adhesive 
manufacturers have been able to com- 
pound products suitable for the middle 
ranges of common materials and con- 
ditions. 

Having listed the variables, let us see 
how they affect and are affected by the 
standard practices and materials of the 
edition binding industry. 

Four operations in the edition bind- 
ing field consume the major portion of 
the glues used in book manufacture: 

1) Gluing off. 

2) Lining up. 

3) Casemaking. 

4) Casing-in. 






Also using adhesives, but to a some- 
what lesser extent, are the sewing, tip- 
ping, stripping, and building-in oper- 
ations. 


GLUING OFF 


After edition books are sewed, trimmed, 
and smashed, they are still somewhat 
wobbly affairs, for the signatures tend 
to pull apart, as they are held together 
only by the sewing. In order to bind 
the signatures solidly together, and still 
permit them to open up for reading, 
and also to provide a solid base for 
shaping the book, a few layers of ad- 
hesive and other reinforcement are nec- 
essary. 

The first of these applications is “glu- 
ing off” or “gluing up,” which is done 
before or after trimming but before 
rounding and backing. This may be 
done with either hot animal or cold 
synthetic resin glues. 

Depending upon the volume of glue 
used in the plant, the glue may be 
liquefied in large capacity cookers. The 
latter often have as much as 50 gal. 
capacity, or more, from which pailsful 
are extracted for supplying the glue 
pots of gluing off machines, or indi- 
vidual low capacity pots of hand gluers. 
In many instances, each hand gluer will 
melt and maintain his adhesive in his 
own heated glue pot, which saves time 
lost in transporting from cooker to pot, 
and possible wastage from spilling. 

Many plants add a small amount of 
aniline color to gluing off glue so that 
books which have passed through this 
stage may easily be identified when 
stored on skids. 

This also insures full and even cover- 
age of the glue. Those portions not so 
covered will show up white. 

It is in the dilution of glue, whether 
for machine or hand application, that 
one finds the greatest variation in ratio. 
There are those who will dilute it with 
as low as 10 or 15% of water, by 
weight, and those who will run as high 
as a 75 water-25 glue ratio. The most 
common ratio appears to be in the

vicinity of 50-50, with a slight edge in 
adding more water. 

The essential characteristic of a glu- 
ing off glue is that it be flexible. Thus, 
if too high a percentage of water is 
added, which may evaporate from the 
finished book in use, and if the glue 
itself does not contain a suitable degree 
of plasticizer, the result is a coat of 
hard glue which quickly cracks and 
breaks away, leaving a book with brok- 
en back and in sad condition. Most 
binders today are not inclined to ex- 
periment with plasticizer additives, so 
that this is not so likely to happen as 
it was some years back. If you desire 
to maintain a lighter film by using more 
water, then step up the grade of the 
glue. 

Today’s tendency is to speed up the 
entire process of book manufacture so 
that long periods of drying time are no 
longer considered desirable for glued 
off books. Books glued off with hot 
animal glue generally air dry to a clean, 
dry condition within two hours, and 
reach a tack stage which will allow 
processing before that. 

Most plants today tend to glue before 
trimming on the theory that the book is 
held in shape better for the trimming 
operation, but obviously the glued books 
must be able to be handled, and not 
much glue can be allowed to build up 
on the knives—a factor which adher- 
ents of the opposite me‘hod cite in 
favor of their method. While some 
plants are force drying by application 
of heat from such sources as gas, infra 
red, and calrods, it is not a general 
practice, though dry surface conditions 
are often obtained in as little as three 
minutes. It is generally felt that the 
interim between gluing and trimming 
is sufficient, except for high production 
plants where space is at a premium. 

While in the rush of keeping up pro- 
duction, careful cleaning of both pots 
and cookers is frequently overlooked. 
The result is an accumulation of burned 
glue, glue from which a quantity of 
water has been lost through evapora- 
tion, and dirt and dust falling into the 
pots unless kept covered, all of which 
can have deleterious effects on the qual- 
ity of gluing off. It would be advisable 
to clean these pots, or any other glue 
application device, at least once week- 
ly, removing all old glue, crusts, etc., 
by scraping and cleaning with plenty 
of hot water.. Unless this is done re- 
ligiously, a considerable quantity of 
glue can be lost to careless housekeep- 
ing and the quality of the glue used ad- 
versely affected. 

It is important, too, that if glue de- 
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vices stand unused, with heat on for 
periods of time, water be added to al- 
low for evaporation. The humidity level 
of the plant, particularly on cold winter 
days, is a factor here too. 

The depth of coating and relative 
heaviness of the glue are factors in its 
application. It is dangerous to assume 
that a thin coat of a relatively thin con- 
sistency is the ideal solution for all 
gluing off conditions. Today’s trend to- 
ward big signatures such as 32s, and 
particularly in heavy weight stock such 
as 60 lb. and up, calls for the use of a 
heavy coat of heavy glue, which will be 
forced in the V’s between the signatures 
of the gathered and sewed book. 


Signatures such as this tend to have 
fairly wide and deep valleys between 
them, and frequently penetration to a 
depth of as much as 4%” is required in 
order to obtain a good bond of signa- 
ture to signature, one which will take 
the tensions applied in the rounding 
and backing process. Obviously a thin 
coat, which penetrates between the sig- 
natures for a 1/16” or less, will tend to 
split in the rounding when valleys are 
widened and flattened. 

Smaller and lighter weight signatures 
have narrower valleys and tend to 
spread less in the backing, hence need 
not so deep a penetration. Obviously, 
too heavy a coating penetration will 
cause the book to resist backing and re- 
sult in a bad shape. 


Hand gluing-up 


Books are stacked on the edge of the 
table with a strip of board placed on 
the top and bottom of the stack to keep 
the endpapers clean. Most operators 
press down upon the stack with the left 
hand and apply glue with a short-bris- 
tled brush held in the right hand. A 
moderately thin, flexible glue is worked 
well into the back since the glue is re- 
quired between the signatures. The 
surplus glue is removed with a final 
sweep of the brush. 

Hand gluing up is usually performed 
from pots electrically heated and ther- 
mostatically controlled to, for animal 
glue, a temperature of from 125-150 
degrees. 

It is important that glue brushes be 
kept in good condition and not allowed 
to wear down too much, or else the stub- 
biness tends to increase the coat of glue. 

The chief problem with hand gluing 
is the maintenance of a consistent depth 
of coating, for, depending upon the 
pressure on the gluer for production, he 
may apply a fairly even coat upon pile 
after pile if he is not rushed too much. 








Under pressure, it is easy for the qual- 
ity to fall off and either too heavy or 
too thin a coat to be applied, with vari- 
ations among piles of the same books. 
The careful gluer never allows ridges 
of glue to accumulate at the heads and 
tails of his books, and in brushing on 
the glue works out from the center, to 
avoid such conditions. 

Regulation of the coating itself is of 
course obtained in hand gluing by in- 
creasing or decreasing the pressure of 
the brush, while in gluing off machines, 
such as the Pleger, McCain, Sieb, and 
Crawley Sieb, it is possible to regulat+ 
both the pressure of the brushes ani 
also the position of the scraper bars 
which remove excess glue as the book 
passes through the machine. 

It was once felt that coated stock; 
and offset sized stocks needed consider 
able variation in the type of adhesiv: 
employed. It was argued that the clay 
coating and the casein used in adhering 
the coating agent to the paper resisted 
the infusion of the water carrying the 
adhesive materials from the glue. To- 
day few plants radically change their 
glue for such types of paper, having 
found that using a reasonably high 
gram strength glue with a suitable 
quantity of water, solved the adhesion 
problem in most cases. If a book was 
to be made up entirely, however, of a 
high finish coated stock, it would be 
wise to submit a dummy book or sev- 
eral to the adhesives manufacturer to 
secure his recommendation. But for 
most books of mixed stocks, or of most- 
ly coated, routine gluing off glue, us- 
ually in a thin coat since large signa- 
tures are not usually used in stocks of 
this nature, would suffice. 

Synthetic resin adhesives used for 
gluing off eliminate the use of heat, and 
are diluted to a lesser degree than ani- 
mal glues. A suggested ratio has been 
3 quarts of water to each 10 gallons of 
adhesive. Other than this the condi- 
tions of application are virtually the 
same. Pots should be maintained and 
cleaned with equal care. 

Maintenance of gluing equipment 
can be considerably reduced in: time 
spent by having parts coming into ac- 
tual contact with the glue treated with 
varying surfacing agents which defy 
adhesion of normal adhesives, so that 
what crusts or drips that do form may 
be easily removed by hand with a 
putty knife and/or hot water. 

Over-buying of glue can sometimes 
result in decomposition of stored glue. 

especially once the containers have 
been opened and not tightly resealed. 
It is wise to follow manufacturers’ rec- 
ommendations as to maximum storage 
time and also as to location of storage. 
not advisable near heat installations.

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Jos ANALYsSIS!—that is the main prob- 
lem when it comes to estimating on a 
trade binding job, according to mem- 
bers of the Binders Group, N. Y. Em- 
ploying Printers Assn., whose monthly 
meetings feature a valuable “estimating 
bee” session. Alfred Lagno, president 
of Dependable Bindery, Inc., and an 
instructor in the Group’s class for bind- 
ery employees, recently demonstrated 
by means of case history the technique 
used in breaking down and analyzing a 
job in order to get an accurate cost 
picture. 

Together with Group members, Lagno 
took typical jobs that came into his and 
other trade binding plants and showed 
how every separate item must be ac- 
counted for and estimated, or else the 
total estimated cost could result in a 
too-low bid and unprofitable work, or a 
ioo-high bid resulting in a lost job. 

The job which created the most in- 
erest, and which Lagno discussed in 
letail, called for folding and trimming, 

nd a number of hand operations nec- 
essary for inserting material into 3-ring 
binders.

Operations: Fold the signatures. 
Gather, slip sheet, trim four sides, drill, 
insert into a 3-ring binder, and pack 
them in cartons supplied by customer. 


What is a guess worth? 


“Guesstimates” on the job could 
range anywhere from $150 to $300 a 
thousand. Yet the true cost could be 
found not by a random guess, but by 
an examination of all the steps that 
entered into the job. 

In the following breakdown the esti- 
mated cost figures are not intended to 
be exact, but are given in order to show 
the general procedure used for arriving 
at an estimated cost of production. 

Giving a 2214” x 36” sheet three 
right angle folds to make a 16p. signa- 
ture means a production of roughly 
3,000 an hour. If the hourly cost of run- 
ning the machine is $9.00, then folding 
this job would cost $3.00 a signature 
per thousand. Since there are 12 signa- 
tures the cost would be $36.00 per M. 

In hand gathering the preferred 
method is to use long tables with the 


signatures stacked on top. The girls 
walk down one side of the table, pick- 
ing six signatures from the top of each 
stack, and back on the other side, pick- 
ing up the remaining six signatures. 
Average cost per signature may be 
about $2.00 a thousand. In this case we 
have 12 signatures: 

$2.00 x 12 $24.00 per M. 

Protective slip sheets, which will be 
essential in that the booklets can be 
readily identified and separated for 
hand insertion, have to be inserted be- 
tween each set of 192 pages, at an esti- 
mated cost of. $2.50 per M. 

In the discussion that followed on 
cutting, the Group members made a 
number of “guesstimates” which were 
shown to be quite low when the job was 
discussed in detail. 

The book had 192 pages, plus a fly 
leaf, which meant 97 leaves. On 16p. 
signatures there is usually a perforation 
along the second fold. To this can be 
added another perforation on the last 
fold so that the signature may lie as a 
flat sheet. But even with this aid it is 
doubtful if more than 8 books could be 
handled in a lift at one time. Since 
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The Dilley catalog is also a 
demonstration-piece.

W ne ONLY FOUR years old our bind- 
ery has already earned for itself an ex- 
cellent reputation for top quality mer- 
chandise in the cover field. How we 
succeeded in a difficult specialty—loose 
leaf, catalog, and yearbook covers—is a 
story that should be inspiring to every 
couple considering the building of a 
bindery with a new product or in a new 
territory. 

Our company was founded in Novem- 
ber, 1950 upon completion of a 40’ x 40’ 
concrete block building at our present 
Des Moines address. It all began when 
my wife, Dorothy, and I moved to Des 
Moines in August of that year with the 
idea that we would begin this business 
offering a service which no one in this 
area was providing. When we opened 
the doors, Dorothy and I were the only 
personnel and consequently we acted in 
all capacities from employee through 
executive. 

My own previous experience had 
grown out of my employment at the 
Pfisterer Bookbindery in Galesburg, IIli- 
nois during my high school days and 
while attending Knox College. The 
work at this shop was considerably dif-

ferent from our present operation but 
the experience there gave me a good 
background in bindery work. After 
graduating from Knox College, I was 
employed by Pfisterer’s as a combina- 
tion plant man and salesman; but the 
idea of starting this new business had 
been working on me even as far back 
as my high school days and fortunately 
I married just the right girl to help me 
every step of the way. 

After working full time for less than 
one year, we decided to leave Galesburg 
and go on our own. Our first move was 
to obtain all pertinent data on machin- 
ery and sources of supply. Next came 
the search for a good location. After 
much consideration we decided upon 
Des Moines as a central point from 
which to first serve Iowa and then the 
nation. 

The going was a little rough at first 
—a lot more difficult than it appears to 
us now as we look back and are amused 
by our earlier misfortunes. We did have 
the most peculiar experience in that 
every piece of equipment we purchased 
was damaged in transit causing every 
type of delay but after a reasonable 


length of time we were able to get the 
equipment assembled and began oper- 
ations about the Ist of December. Our 
beginning was small and our machinery 
consisted of only one embossing ma- 
chine, a power cutter, a hand shear, 
and a conveyor gluer with wringer 
rollers. 


Yearbook specialists 


Equipment, however, wasn’t the problem 
because it was enough for what we ex- 
pected to do—namely, produce school 
yearbook covers. The major problem 
confronting us was how to bring in new 
business without a sales force. 

Our first step was to publish a folder 
and price list and mail it out to all of 
the printers and schools in this locality 
and then to follow up with as many 
personal calls as possible. Here is 
where we got our first big surprise. We 
sent out more than 2000 fine quality 
folders within our local market and got 
back only a nibble. Even when we got 
inquiries, closing was difficult due to 
the resistance to change. 

We had expected that obtaining year- 
book business with the convenient serv- 
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ice and low cost transportation we could 
offer would be the easiest part of our 
job. We, like many others, found that 
the closer we were to our customers the 
less the value attached to the products. 
We did receive one excellent break in 
that one of the large printing firms, 
Garner Publishing Co., in Des Moines 
had a need for embossed covers on sev- 
eral of their bookkeeping systems which 
are distributed nationally and it was 
this production that really got us un- 
derway both in regular book and loose 
leaf work. 


Loose leaf catalogs 


Our original intentions had been to put 
forth greatest effort on school yearbook 
covers; but an important allied field 
opened up right before our eyes when 
we discovered that there was a genuine 
need for a color-embossed loose leaf 
catalog service to aid in the develop- 
ment of our local market. After only a 
little consideration, we began to direct 
our efforts and much of our advertising 
appropriation toward this new line. 
Shortly before this time, my wife’s 
brother, Roy Benson who is now plant

superintendent, came to work for us. 
Business had picked up enough to re- 
quire one worker and we began by 
training him to do every kind of work 
from superfinishing covers right through 
to running the embossing press. 

For a while, we proceeded slow in 
the catalog field because we had to 
learn as we went; but once we were 
underway things began to get better 
and we found it much easier to convince 
an intelligent business man that it is 
more convenient to buy from a nearby 
source (other things being equal) and 
we soon began to pick up many local 
catalog cover jobs. To supplement the 
catalog and yearbook cover work, be- 
cause we still have production peaks 
and slack season, we have added our 
“Attract-All” portrait albums, gift lines, 
and advertising specialties which have 
to a great extent smoothed out many 
of the humps in production. We are 
constantly adding new products and as 
each one is announced, we supplement 
every catalog in the hands of our cus- 
tomers. We hope soon to have all of 
the ups and downs out of our schedule 
and be able to maintain a smooth flow 


of merchandise and varied services. 

The longer we are in the business the 
more new possibilities present them- 
selves and in order to keep up with 
this, our plans call for a definite ex. 
panding of services to the trade as a 
business policy. Our recent catalog 
publication is just another example of 
our efforts to simplify the handling of 
covers for printers and publishers and 
also to make it possible for printers to 
provide a wider service for their cus- 
tomers. 

Largely due to the efforts of our di- 
rector of sales, Paul Benson (Roy’s 
twin), we are now furnishing many 
loose leaf covers for bookbinders. Our 
business is built on providing a top 
quality and complete service to printers 
and industry and we bend every effort 
to produce a better product at reason- 
able cost. While we do compete to some 
extent with other binderies, there are 
very few of our products which cannot 
be produced cheaper by us and then 
sold by local binderies to their custom- 
ers at a better profit margin than could 
be made by them in their own shop.

Standard procedure 


No attempt is made to stock every type 
of cover although we do have many 
items available for immediate shipment. 
We do however maintain set-ups on 
many sizes and styles of both loose leaf 
and school annual covers. In this way, 
it is possible for us to give extremely 
fast delivery and to eliminate a large 
part of the make-ready changes normal- 
ly found in every job. We stock stand- 
ard materials which we buy in fairly 
large quantities enabling us to create 
slight price differentials and cut stand- 
ard stock far ahead making a single 
make-ready serve for many jobs. 


At the present time, we do not have 
automatic casemaking equipment. Our 
work is so varied that it is doubtful that 
we could use it profitably except during 
the school yearbook rush. We make 
every type and size of cover—both in 
large and small quantities—with round 
and square corners, padded and hard, 
imitation leather, buckram, and genu- 
ine leather . . . and with a variety like 
that (and many of them short runs) — 
we would be spending more make-ready 
time than production time. We expect 
our yearbook volume however to soon 
be sufficient for the addition of this 
equipment. 

Our equipment consists of one Sheri- 
dan 5 AB embossing press, one 30” 
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conveyor gluer, one 21” Potdevin gluer, 
one margin gluer for edge work, power 
cutter, rotary board shear, Kwik Print 
stamping equipment, complete manual 
silk screen equipment, paper drills, 2 
punching and perforating machines, 34” 
stitcher, eyelet setting machine, Singer 
sewing machine, and our most recent 
addition has been a National automatic 
riveting machine which has completely 
eliminated one bottle neck in our pro- 
duction on low cost loose leaf and cat- 
alog covers. 


All employees trained 


Our entire force of 21 employees has 
been trained in our own plant. We will 
hire no person who has had previous 
experience in this field. We have found 
it much easier to form the proper hab- 
its useful in our plant than to attempt 
to break down ideas which were learned 
elsewhere. Our work is simple enough 
so that anyone with a_ reasonable 
amount of intelligence and the ability 
to apply himself properly can do al- 
most any job correctly in a very short 
time. 

We have trained personnel who can 
produce first class work on any job— 
no matter how complicated. We rely 
primarily on the pre-screened color sys- 
tem for embossed covers and do prac- 
tically no air brush work. Our proc- 





esses go in this order... 

(1) silk screen, (2) grain, (3) em. 
boss, (4) superfinish. 

Thus far our service has concerned 
itself with providing something that has 
been needed and therefore we have not 
developed any new technique for pro- 
ducing superfinished covers. We have 
paid special attention to efficient means 
of production and believe that our pro- 
duction moves about as quickly as can 
be found in any plant. All machinery 
is located for straight line production 

Like all yearbook cover manufactuir- 
ers we are always in search of new 
materials such as tweeds, prints, suedes, 
monks cloth, buckram, canvas, and 
plaids and just about anything ele 
that can be used to manufacture covers. 
This keeps us constantly experimenting 
with all types of processing and im- 
printing. It is not all supérfinish covers 
with us. To get the yearbook busines;, 
you have to be the one that shows the 
staff something that no one has ever 
seen before. The design is also impor- 
tant. We have our own artist and are 
slightly conservative about design. Elab- 
orate styles are very pleasing to us; but 
at the present time, the emphasis is on 
abstract lines, which many times do not 
require even an embossing or super- 
finish job. The customer directs the 
sales and we will make anything he 
wants if it can be done. 


We attempt to maintain good rela- 
tions with all of our competitors. Be- 
lieve me, we really like them. If it 
were not for the ground work which 
they have laid for us, we would have a 
much harder time than we can even 
imagine. Thanks to our competitors, 
we expect a school to have a yearbook 
today; all we have to do is sell the 
cover—not sell them on the idea that 
they ought to have a book. Anyone who 
dislikes competition shouldn’t enter 
business because they are just creating 
more of it. When a competitor takes a 
job from us, we may frown; but three 
cheers for him!—We'll try harder next 
time! ! ! 

As many know, starting a new com- 
pany requires almost 100% of one’s 
time and while we do devote almost all 
of our time to the business, we have one 
major outside interest in the First Luth- 
eran Church here in Des Moines where 
Dorothy is a Sunday School teacher and 
leader of the Teen Age Girl’s Mission- 
ary Society and I have been elected 
president of the Brotherhood and a 
member of the Board of Deacons. We 
feel that our spiritual life has been an 
essential factor in the success of our 
business because it is from God that we 
receive the strength, ability, and wis- 
dom to do all things.

Inserting pages into loose leaf bind- 
ers is a tedious and tiring operation. 
While production may average about 60 
an hour (opening the binders, insert- 
ing, then closing) at the beginning, it 
would soon fall to about 50 an hour. 
An effective way to combat this fatigue 
is to work in shifts on tedious jobs, a 
new team of girls to take over after 
every four hours. 

Figuring on a production of 60 an 
hour, it would take 1614 hours to in- 
sert one thousand. At an estimated cost 
of $4.00 per hour, the cost of inserting 
this job would be (1614 hrs. & $4.00)

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Don’t Under-rate Your Nipper! 


, A STANDARD machine in many 
binderies, the nipper is not always used 
to maximum effectiveness. Plants 
which have smashers able to exert pres- 
sure of 150 tons tend to look down 
upon the “mere” nipping pressure of 
from 10 to 15 tons. That this under- 
estimation is a mistake became evident 
when BP editors recently noticed an in- 
creased use of the nipper as an auxili- 
ary machine to facilitate other opera- 
tions. 

At Keystone Bindery, N.Y.C., for ex- 
ample, publications are frequently 
nipped after coming off the gang stitch- 
er. Western Printing & Lithographing 
Co., in Poughkeepsie, Trade Bindery 
and Mackenzie Service in N.Y.C., and 
Judd & Detweiler in Washington, D. C., 
have been experimenting with the use 
of nipping as a standard operation im- 
mediately after folding, particularly 
when the stock is bulky. 

In all these cases the nipper was 
used to facilitate materials handling, 
the cost of operating the machine being 
made up in more compact packages, 
bigger loads on skids, and quicker 
feeding of the bins on the gathering 
machines, and the belt on the stitcher. 


It has also been found that a nipper 
is very advantageous when used in 
conjunction with a three knife trimmer. 
The operator by first nipping the pile 
of books is thereby enabled to feed a 
square pile, thus increasing the produc- 
tion of the three knife trimmer. This is 
also true of many other cutting op- 
erations. 

Houghton-Mifflin Co. recently pro- 
duced a dictionary 6” thick, in which 
the sewed edge was nipped first, and 
then the entire book was smashed. In 
other plants, such as Brown & McEwan 
in Newark, and Publishers Bookbind- 
ery in N.Y.C., the nipper has been 
used for many books which would be 
smashed ordinarily. 

Most of the mechanically operated 
machines used in binderies have re- 
quired even piles, production being 
slowed while work was arranged in 
even piles. New models, such as the 
Nip-A-Book compressor, made _ by 
Printing Industries Equipment, Inc., 
are entirely self-adjusting, making it 
possible to handle piles of various 
thicknesses without any pre-adjusting. 
Production is hereby increased by a 
considerable degree. 


INDEX of BOOK MANUFACTURING Activity 


Prsabicragii figures on cased-in books 
by the 25 cooperating firms in BP’s 
monthly index of manufacturing activ- 
ity continued to show sizable gains. 
February figures passed January of last 
year by 4.3%, and the gain over 1953 
was even higher, 10.4%. In terms of 
books, 547,000 more were produced in 
the February period of this year than 
were manufactured in the same period 
last year. Compared with °53, 1,251,000 
more were produced. 

The accumulated increase for the two 
month period in 1955 equalled 1,125,- 
000 more books than for the same pe- 
riod in 1954, and 2,025,000 more than 
for the similar period in 1953. Net 
gain in percentage was 4.4% above 
1954, and 9.2% above 1953. 

The increase continues to maintain 
its steady pace, despite the fact that 
Country Life Press production has been 
allowed for in the figures, as the strike 
at that plant still continues. One can 
assume, however, that a considerable 
portion of this work is reflected in in- 
creases in individual plants sharing in it. 

The index took on additional signif- 
icance this month as another of the 
country’s largest manufacturers, if not 
the largest, joined the group contribut- 
ing statistics to the J. K. Lasser Co., in 
order to measure the industry’s produc- 
tion.

PATENT NEW ADHESIVE BINDER AND TIPPER 


Adhesive Binding 2,692,397 

Herbert G. Tellfors, Skokie, Ill., assignor, by 
direct and mesne assignments, of one-half 
to Clybourn Machine Corp., and one-half 
to Plastic Binding Corp., Chicago, Ill. 








Occupying a comparatively small amount of 
space, this machine is both an adhesive binder 
and coverer. The notched or trimmed books, 
magazines, or other materials to be bound, are 
inserted in the loading station and clamp (C) 
and carried over an adhesive applying roller 
(60) which applies the adhesive from the con- 
tainer (F) to the back of the book. 

Covers are fed from a special feeder (G) and 
applied to the back of the book (D). The cir- 
cular drive rotates the book over a pressure 
applying device (H) which firmly presses the 
cover into the adhesive on the edge. 

The cover is released at the next station 
(E) and dropped into a conveyor (J) and then 
crimped to form a crease (K) before delivery 
on the storage rack (L).

Signatures and end papers (or other com- 
ponents) are deposited on shelves.

The assembled and pasted components are 
delivered onto a conveyor belt (40) at the left 
which carries them forward to the front.

This invention relates to the insertion of one 
or more loose sheets into a school work book 
(or magazine, catalog, etc.), the sheet remain- 
ing free of any attachment with the leaves or 
covers so that it may be readily and neatly re- 
moved. Heretofore such loose sheets were in- 
serted manually after the books had been as- 
sembled and bound. 

In Hofferth’s device, which can be added as 
an attachment to almost any conventional side 
gathering machine, the insert material (14) is 
automatically placed within the book along 
with the regular signatures and covers (11, 12, 
13) in the gathering trough (22, 27, 28) before 
the book is stitched. However, the insert ma- 
terial (14) is supported by an insert receiving 
channel (38) in such a manner so that it is not 
engaged by the staples which are driven 
through the cover and signatures to bind the 
book. 
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COLUMBIA’S VINYL BOOKCLOTH 


\Vynside, a vinyl resin treated book 
cloth, offered in 13 colors, was officially 
announced this month by Columbia 
\lills, book cloth manufacturers of 
Syracuse, N. Y., with offices in major 
publishing centers. 

R. A. Harper, Columbia’s vice-presi- 
ient in charge of fabrics, emphasized 
tiat Columbia Vynside represented “an 

itirely new approach to book cover 
cloth.” In its planning and production, 
\ ynside has been thoroughly field-and 
\:boratory-tested in every way possible 
io eliminate any chance of its not per- 
forming under customary manufactur- 
ing conditions. It has been priced so as 
io fall within the price range associated 
with materials usually put on college 
textbooks. While it is not at the mo- 
ment being produced in grades or group 
constructions ordinarily used in text- 
book manufacture, this and many other 
constructions will be available within a 
short time. 

“Obviously waterproof,” said Harper, 
“it has demonstrated its ability to with- 
stand abrasion, fading, fingermarks, and 
other attacks on the material. More- 
over, this is the first time that so many 
colors in this type of cloth have been 
available. 

“Nevertheless,” he continued, “even 
though it has these many features, it 
does not require any prima donna han- 
dling. You can make your cases in the 
regular way, though in casing-in you 
should use properly formulated paste 
which contains solvent. Such pastes are 
available, as are the vinyl inks which 
afford the best ink stamping results. 
Normal pigment and metallic foils can 
be used, and the material can be offset 
printed in any number of colors.” 

Harper and Mrs. Sybil Hastings, New 
York sales representative, pointed out 
that while vinyl has been used in mak- 
ing book cover material before, and 
proved most durable, certain problems 
arose in the migratory habits of the 
plasticizers used, so that frequently 
vinyl covered books stuck to other books 
or to desks and tables, sometimes ruin- 
ing the finish of both. In Vynside, they 
added, these conditions had been antici- 
pated and eliminated as a result of the 
improvement of vinyl compounding 
techniques. Books bound in Vynside 
and samples of material itself have been 
tested for abrasion, crush, tear and 
scratch resistance. 
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While Vynside does not fall under 
any of the formal group requirements 
of waterproof book cloth, it does ex- 
ceed requirements in some instances. 
Priced around the B group range, it is 
close to A in total thread count, and 
exceeds B in tensile strength, while it 
appears more like the C group, particu- 
larly in the linen finish. Since A and B 
cloths do not meet the official textbook 
manufacturing standards for most text- 
books, Vynside may be used in place 
of either group.

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HADDON $250,000 EXPANSION PROGRAM 


$250,000 will be spent this year on new equipment for Had- 
don Craftsmen, Inc., a division of the International Textbook 
Co., Scranton, Pa., according to Lawrence W. Tice, president 
of ITC.

A. Fred Wolfe, Jr. is Haddon vice president and 
general manager. 


STABILIZE BINDERY WAGE SCALES IN CHICAGO 


Graphic arts union contracts with the Franklin Assn. of 
Chicago which were due to expire in 1955 will be extended 
until June, 1956, according to the terms of a significant 
union-management stabilization program just put into effect 
in Chicago, Il]. In the case of some unions this meant an 
extension of contract for 18 months without a wage increase, 
though increased insurance benefits are granted. 


Seven unions, including Bookbinders’ and Paper Cutters 
Local No. 8, Bindery Women’s Local No. 30, and Bindery 
and Specialty Workers Local No. 182, signed the contract 
covering 6,000 pressroom, bindery and mail room employees 
in approximately 250 commercial printing companies in 
the Chicago area. The Typographical Union’s contract 
covering 2,800 employees is also not open for negotiation 
until June, 1956. 

In nearby Indiana, Cuneo Press, Inc., filed a suit for 
$1,000,000 damages against the Internatl. Printing Pressmen 
and Assistants’ Union Local No. 302 for its allegedly illegal 
sitdown strike in support of a strike by AFL paper handlers’ 
Local No. 34 at Cuneo’s Kokomo, Indiana, plant. 


GARDEN CITY STRIKE IN FOURTH MONTH 


Employees of the bindery at Doubleday & Co., Country Life 
Press, Garden City, N. Y., have been out on strike since 
January 10 because of a dispute over wage increases and 
fringe benefits. Over 350 employees have been involved in 
the strike. 


Foundry workers are reportedly not crossing the picket 
lines. Composing room and pressroom workers employees 
are said to be working. Several meetings between manage- 
ment and union have been held through the U. S. Federal 
Mediation Service. At the March 10 meeting, Doubleday & 
Co. is reported to have asked for an open shop as a condi- 
tion of signing. 

Some of the bindery’s struck work is allegedly being han- 
dled by a plant in Baltimore. Doubleday & Co. have neither 
confirmed nor denied persistent rumors of a possible eom- 
plete shutdown of the Garden City plant. Some equipment 
is reported to have been moved out but it is said that the 
majority remains. 

Neither the union nor management have made any official 
statement as to the present status of the situation. 
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BINDERS FIGHT UNFAIR TAX CLASSIFICATION 


Operators of Seattle bindery. shops are campaigning for rec- 
ognition as owners of manufacturing concerns rather than 
service businesses. A municipal tax on service businesses 
which is twice that levied on manufacturing concerns |as 
brought the matter to a head and bindery operators argue 
that they are manufacturers just like printers. 

Some states and federal agencies consider binderies to ‘ec 
service companies, while others classify them as manuf«o- 
turers. Seattle’s City Council has deferred final decision on 
the matter until May. 


LIBRARY BINDERS CONVENE IN MEMPHIS 

The nineteenth annual convention of the Library Binding 
Institute will be held on May 5, 1955, at the Hotel Peabo:y 
in Memphis, Tenn. As in previous conventions librarians 
will participate in a joint session devoted to a discussion «f 
the essential elements of a sound book preservation pro- 
gram.

Volkert). 


EDUCATION COUNCIL’S INDUSTRY MANUAL 

The Printing Industry will be the title of a manual, now 
under preparation by the Education Council of the Graphic 
Arts Industry, Inc., Wash. D. C., scheduled for release late 
in 1956. This publication will be a survey of the many 
branches, processes and products of the graphic arts and 
will be written by Victor Strauss, of Presentation Press, 
New York City. 

The manual is intended as a basic publication which will 
develop a uniform foundation of information for all indi- 
viduals entering graphic arts and for those now in the 
field. The Council’s aim is to overcome production difficul- 
ties which arise out of misunderstandings and inadequate 
information at the various production levels in the graphic 
arts. 


STANDARD PUBLISHING CO. PURCHASED, EXPANDED 

The recently incorporated Publishing Foundation of Cincin- 
nati has purchased Standard Publishing Co., one of the 
country’s largest publishers of religious periodicals, books 
and Sunday School supplies. The PFC is controlled by a 
group of Boston men headed by John Bolton, former presi- 
dent of Bolta Co., Lawrence, Mass. 

Announcement of the sale was made as Standard moved 
to a new one-story plant on a 14-acre tract located in subur- 
ban Mt. Healthy, near Cincinnati. The new plant contains 
174,000’ of floor space, of which 90,000’ will be used for 
production, 60,000’ for the storage of raw and finished ma- 
terials, and 24,000’ for offices. The cost is in excess of 
$1,000,000. 
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a wd GULF BETWEEN the spoken word 
aid the printed book has finally been 
c:ossed in an ingenious combination of 
book and record in which the two are 
oue unit. A record with full orchestra, 
voices and sound effects is pressed into 
the laminated cover of each of the 
“\fagic Talking Books,” a series of ten 
juvenile titles currently being, released 
by the John C. Winston Co., Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

To produce this unusual series the 
traditional partnership of publisher, 
printer and binder, had to be aug- 
mented by a laminator and a record 
stamper. Aiding publisher Winston, 
printer Livermore & Knight, Inc., and 
binder H. Wolff Mfg. Co., were the 
laminator, Dikeman Laminating Co., 
mounter, Arvey Corporation, and a new 
entrant in the field of book production: 
the record stamper, Sight-N-Sound En- 
terprises, Inc. 

The spoken word and the written 
word have been combined before, but 
not in such an integral form. Books 
have had records inserted in an en- 
velope in the cover, but the production 
method was expensive and breakage 
was usually high. Record albums have 
also included pages to read, and “talk- 
ing books,” which were really spoken 
recordings of well-known books, have 
also been publicized. It was Bernard 
Geis, former editor-in-chief of Grosset 
& Dunlap, and his wife, Darlene, author 
of best-selling children’s books, who 
fnally bridged the gap. 

The series was originated as a prac- 
(cal answer to the publishing world’s 
urgent need for a new children’s line 
that would rival television for a child’s 
ttention. Geis now has a patent pend- 
ig for “a book with a hole in the mid- 
le which can be played on a phono- 
raph.” In this series the dimension of 
-ound is offered for the first time as an 
itegral part of a complete colorful pic- 
ire book, with the audio and visual 
lements reinforcing each other. Each 
f the books measures 656” x 8” and 
as a washable laminated cover upon 
vhich a sound track has been im- 
‘ressed. A hole through the center per-

mits the entire book to be placed upon 
a phonograph and played on any 78 
RPM machine. 


Sheets were offset printed in. four 
colors by Livermore & Knight Co., two- 
up, work-and-turn on a 48” x 6614” 
sheet. Since the books were to contain 
28 pages, the signature, tobe given 
three parallel. folds. The printed im- 
position left to right: 

6-7-14-1-4-11-10 
for the outside form, backed up with: 

9-12-3-2-13-8-5 

The printed imposition for the second 
signature would of course be the same: 

20 - 21 - 28-15-18-25-24 

23 - 26-17 -16-27-22-19 

The covers, naturally the most im- 
portant part of this unique series of 
books, were mounted and laminated by 
Dikeman and Arvey Sign-N-Sound En- 
terprises, Inc. Impressed the record di- 
rectly into the laminated cover. While 
phonograph records made of paper 
were used back in the late 1920’s, this 
is believed to be the first known use of 
a record-impressed paper on a book 
cover. 

‘The printed sheets and the impressed 
covers were then sent to H. Wolff Book 
Mfg. Co. for the binding. The two-up 
sheets were given three parallel folds— 
the first a short fold to provide for the 


lip—and then slit on the folder to de- 
liver two two-up signatures of 14 pages 
each. Sheets were folded on a Cleve- 
land K. 

The front cover, two signatures, and 
back cover (all two-up) were gathered, 
side-stitched with two staples, and then 
stripped with preprinted paper on a 
special machine devised by H. Wolff 
for this type of binding. 

The holes for the spindle of the rec- 
ord player were then drilled on the 
register marks set in the center of the 
record die made by Sight-N-Sound. Reg- 
ister was of the utmost importance for 
if the record stamper and the binder 
used different guide marks, the drill 
would not be in the exact center of the 
record and consequently the record 
could not be played. All cuts had to be 
precise. Covers were also round cor- 
nered to eliminate pointed cardboard 
corners, a traditional hazard of non- 
cloth books. 

The complex production routine was 
worked out by George F. Kimber, pro- 
duction manager of the John C. Win- 
ston Co. This procedure constitutes 
one of the major problems (and se- 
crets) in the manufacture of these 
unique books, since in mass production 
each of the many steps had to be coor- 
dinated so that continuous and rapid 
flow was possible.

the imprint and other titles being set in 
Granjon s.c. 

The text, a torrent of ellipsis and asides, 
and likewise disconnected sentences is 
plainly set with nothing more than flushed 
left and right folios to flavor it. Anything 
else would only still further distract the 
reader from the difficult reading.

Summary sections are ornamented with 
rule boxes in color, into which thumbnail 
sketches have also been inserted. 

The two column Caledonia text is hand- 
somely printed as are both the color (red 
and blue) and the black and white 
illustrations.

If not here, they might have been 
used in the other display areas, to relieve 
what is somewhat dull and symmetrical. 

Also, throughout the book, the title is 
written 9 Doctors & God—which seems a 
little raw, especially the ampersand used 
with the Deity. Doesn’t it look better 
spelled out as on page 50? 

The handsome endpapers and their maps, 
and the fine line drawings (see illustra- 
tion) interspersed in the text impart con- 
siderable flavor and the halftones, printed 
in sepia to resemble daguerrotypes, are 
likewise valuable in relieving a straight 
eading job. But the title page dealing with 
.ach doctor might have been spruced up 
-onsiderably, rather than being merely 
-urrounded with a flourish-y rule, consist- 
nt though it is.

The flamboyance begins on the jacket 
with the author’s name lettered in white, 
2%” high, in sans serif on a red square, 
against a black background. The title is 
in white in a modest 36pt. surmounting 
the square. 

The binding, for some obscure reason, is 
in flexible boards, though Wright is noted 
for his somewhat inflexible thinking about 
tradition. The natural linen cloth, how- 
ever, was an excellent choice, and is 
stamped in red and black inks. 

The jacket square is repeated on the 
end sheet, and on the title page, with a 
fine photo of the author in the same form 
opposite the title lines on the right hand 
page. But why does it face away from the 
title, when not “flopping” the negative 
would have faced it into the title? 

Bulking stock and wide margins build 
the bulk up to 1” in only 198 pages. The 
book was set 12/17 which pads it out still 
more.

blocks is cunningly enhanced by the 
18-point Emerson text printed in an 
ink that is slightly gray. 

I am not sure whether James Hen- 
drickson’s design of Jack & Charlie’s 
‘21’ Wine List falls into the category 
of Beautiful Bibelot or Monumental 
Production. It is a monumental bibe- 
lot in black and red wholly worthy 
of the vintages it lists, and its produc- 
tion must have been as pleasing to the 
designer as the wine to the vintner. 

Among the Monumentals is the Grab- 
horns’ The Tragedie of Ivlivs Caesar, 
180 copies, set in 14 Inkunabula caps, 
printed in three colors on English hand- 
made paper, with woodcuts by Mary 
Grabhorn—a production fully up to 
the unique standard the Grabhorns 
have set and maintained for a gener- 
ation. 

As different as might be, but equally 
stunning, is the portfolio of full-color 
photographs by Jeanette Klute en- 
titled Woodland Portraits (Little, 
Brown). The format by designer Dan- 
iel B. Bianchi is generous, and the off- 
set process plates-and-presswork by R. 
R. Donnelley is excellent. 

Checking back, I find I have men- 
tioned little more than half the half- 
hundred books in the show. (There 
vere 671 submitted by over 140 en- 
rants.) These are the one about 
vhich there seemed to be something 
‘ointed to say. The show needs to be 
een anyway; no review can take the 
lace of a real examination of all the 
»ooks. The books not mentioned are 

xcellent too, each in its own way. 
‘his reviewer has only one question 
to ask the judges (who have to be 
:teeled to this sort of thing anyway). 
't is this: how could The Story of the 
Declaration of Independence designed 
by John Begg for Oxford have been 
left out of this show? 
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The flatback binding seems to have an 
excessive joint and in our opinion, would 
have looked better rounded. The Hamilton 
Gainsborough endsheets are a change from 
the duller white and ivory that you see so 
much. 

The rectangle theme is picked up on 
the false title as a miniature black reverse 
of the jacket title, and as a screened 
square around the chapter numbers, bor- 


dered with 1 pt. rules bleeding top and 
side. 

Handsomely executed photos are given 
Futura captions while the text, in Basker- 
ville, is notable for the quality of repro- 
duction. You can’t find a broken letter or 
fuzzy reproduction anywhere. 

Karnak light continues to provide good 
display in the chapters and the whole is 
an educational and attractive book.

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BOOK PRODUCTION 












P RODUCTION within the bindery can be 
considerably increased by the proper 
organization of workflow and the prop- 
er layout of machinery and auxiliary 
equipment. That is the consensus of 
opinion following a regional meeting of 
the Library Binding Institute in which 
members discussed the plant-moving 
experiences of Chivers Bookbinding 
Co., Hertzberg-New Method, Inc., and 
other library binders whose plant lay- 
outs have been rearranged to use in- 
creased floor space or to meet new pro- 
duction problems. 

In general, LBI members participat- 
ing in the discussion felt, effective 
plant layouts can be achieved by fol- 
lowing a four point program: 

1. Outline the bindery’s present plant 
layout. 

2. Analyze the present layout. 

3. Use a check list of the principles 
of good layout. 

4. Replan the layout. 


While the detailed comments of the 
binders on this four point program re- 
late specifically to library binding, the 
general principles apply to all bind- 
eries, whether edition, trade, loose leaf, 
mechanical, or other specialty. 


First Step: Outline Present Layout 

l. Make fairly accurate floor plan 
of shop on graph paper, showing loca- 
tion of walls, stairs, pipes, outlets, pil- 
lars. Have several copies made. 

2. On one copy draw to scale each 
machine, bench, etc., and label it. 

3. With red pencil draw a line show- 
ing movement of book through shop, 
marking an X wherever it stops. 

4. With blue pencil mark sub-as- 
semblies—as where cover and end pa- 
ers are prepared, and moved to where 
put in book. 

5. With green pencil mark move- 
ment of materials from resewing to 
storage to book. 

6. On another copy of chart (or 
same one) follow one book from time 
it is received until time it is shipped 
and put date and time of day it ar- 
rives at and leaves each stopping point.

You Can Insure Maximum Efficiency in Routing Work by 
Following This Simple Layout Analysis and Check List 


Second Step: Analyze Present Layout: 

Questions to ask in analysis: 

Q-1. Is there excessive back track- 
ing, criss-crossing, long jumping? 

(Does line go back to part of shop 
it was in before? Do lines cross each 
other? Are there big jumps?) 

If this is so, can you rearrange some 
pieces of equipment or operation to 
eliminate unnecessary handling? 

Q-2. At what points do books stay 
too long? Find out why. Is your help 
properly distributed? Trained? Su- 
pervised? Is your equipment adequate 
or sufficient? Is processing planned in 
advance? Are component parts and 
materials prepared in advance? 


Third Step: Check List of Principles of 
Good Layout: 


1. Production flow lines should be 
Direct and Continuous. 

The best line is one where produc- 
tion is continuous. This may be a 
straight line or zig zag (S) line de- 
pending on shape of shop. 

2. Handling of books is expensive— 
reduce unnecessary movements. Work- 
ing on a book is productive; carrying 
a book from station to station is unpro- 
ductive and expensive. 

3. Sub-assemblies should be located 
near the point where necessary. 

4. Materials must be stored in ade- 
quate supply near point of use. 

5. Incoming and outgoing points 
should be near entrances and exits. 

6. Best utilization of space should 
be determined by flow line. Lighting 
by artificial means is cheaper than by 
natural means if a continuous flow is 
to be achieved. The same is true for 
ventilation. 

7. Working conditions for em- 
ployees. Essential points are comfort 
of workers so as to work with mini- 
mum physical effort, minimum of use- 
less movement, with adequate light and 
air, minimum dust and noise, and par- 
ticularly minimum interference from 
others. 


Fourth Step: Replanning Your Layout: 
Remember your object: The most 


efficient (i.e. profitable) processing of 
work in your shop. 

1. Make a copy of the outline or 
floor plan of your shop. 

2. Make a list in order of each op- 
eration. Next to each item write the 
following: 

List of all equipment needed for 
that operation including working 
and storage of materials and 
work in process. 

Amount of floor space needed for 
equipment and storage. 

Number of people working at 
that operation. 

3. Make cutouts in cardboard for 
each piece of equipment and bench and 
label them. 

4. Place models on floor plan to ob- 
tain ideal layout based on list of op- 
erations and following principles: 

(a) Select most important opera- 
tions and give them best adapted space 
and working conditions. 

(b) Do not let natural light deter- 
mine locations. Use artificial light if 
desirable. 

(c) Eliminate where possible lifting 
or carrying of books, particularly up 
and down stairs. 

(d) Separate noisy work (rounding 
and backing from clerical or checking, 
collating or office). 

(e) Separate dirty from clean work. 

(f) Locate operations with dust 
(such as sanding) where it can be 
carried away by blowers. 

(g) Do not use choice space for 
equipment not needing it (i. e., sand- 
ing press does not need choice space). 

(h) Do not crowd key machines. 

(i) With a good flow line, aisle 
space can be reduced, but do not sacri- 
fice it where needed. 

(j) Always be alert for safety to 
avoid injury to people walking by or 
using equipment. ; 

(k) Make certain adequate space is 
provided for each operation (thus cut- 
ting, rounding, backing require more 
space). 

(1) Never*use good working space

SPECIAL PADDING UNIT 
FOR CASEMAKING MACHINES 
An economical, even-textured book 
cover wadding for padded bindings that 
can be used efficiently in the Smyth 
Hand-Fed Case Making Machine has 
been developed by the American Felt 
Co., for the Joseph M. Gettler Bindery, 
both of N.Y.C. The new product is 
called Revised Windsor Wadding. 
Faced on one side with a tough white 
protective surface, Windsor Wadding 
is durable and smooth enough to give 
lesired operating results in the case- 
maker, according to American Felt Co. 
The reverse side is a lofty and resilient 
grey batt which gives a_ consistent 
touch to the binding. Cut from 36” 
rolls, the wadding has been designed 
so that it will readily slide out from 
the bottom of a stack without dis- 
integrating and will run smoothly to 
the pick-up mechanism, where it is 
sufficiently cohesive to stay together 
when lifted. Once the case-maker is 
properly set up for efficient operation,

GLATFELTER LAUNCHES 
$12,500,000 PROGRAM 


A $12,500,000 improvement and ex- 
pansion program, which will increase 
the paper output by fifty percent, has 
been announced by the P. H. Glatfelter 
Co., Spring Grove, Pa., manufacturers 
of book, offset, bond, and writing 
papers. The program will be financed 
through the issuance of additional 
common and preferred stock, by an in- 
crease in the funded debt of the com- 
pany, and from. stockholders’ own 
resources. 

The additional funds will allow the 
company to add a completely new 
paper mill to house a new paper 
machine, which will be built by Rice 
Barton Corp., of Worcester, Mass. The 
machine, one of the fastest of its type 
in the book and bond paper field, will 
produce paper 176” wide and will oper- 
ate at speeds of 500 to 2000 feet per 
minute. Present plans call for its 
operation by the middle of 1956. New 
finishing facilities, a Combustion Engi- 
neering Co. boiler and a billion gallon 
water storage construction are also 
part of the current program.

(as on benches) for storage except 
temporary (as overnight). 


(m) Storage and piling should be 
under benches, along walls or pillars. 

(n) Use mobile equipment or con- 
veyors where possible to eliminate hand 
moving (as trucks with shelves) be- 
tween operations. 

(o) Storage space should provide 
protection for materials and proper 
labeling. Looking for supplies is 
costly. 

(p) Where records are kept provide 
adequate writing space. 

(q) Provide sufficient ready-to-work 
space near each operation. 

(r) Arrange benches and ready-to- 
work space so that books can be 
handled without an operator having to 
move. 

(s) Use S benches where possible. 
A zig zag arrangement is good for team 
work and easy flow of work. 

(t) Lettering requires concentration. 
Make certain there is minimum dis- 
traction.

New production records were estab- 
lished in 1954 by the Haddon Crafts- 
men, Inc., Scranton, Pa., it was an- 
nounced by A. Fred Wolfe, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of Scranton’s 
largest printing plant. 

“In the past 12 months,” Wolfe stat- 
ed, “Haddon manufactured 10,629,935 
hard-covered books for the country’s 
leading publishers and book clubs. In 
addition, Haddon printed more than 
,000,000 paper-bound pieces for corre- 
<pondence schools and others.” 

Comparative figures for 1953 released 
hy Wolfe’ showed production of hard- 
sound books to have been 8,808,637 
with an additional 4,000,000 paper- 
bound pieces printed. Five years ago, 
Haddon manufactured 6,355,864 books.

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‘Goon PRESSWORK, bad presswork: 
.ow to obtain them” was the topic of an 
ateresting program _ sponsored by 
\IGA’s Trade Book Clinic at a lunch- 
-on meeting on March 16 at the Shel- 
uurne Hotel, NYC. Featured speakers 
for the occasion were Joseph Blumen- 
hal, of Spiral Press, Henry B. Roberts, 
production manager of Scribner Press, 
ind Sidney R. Jacobs, production man- 
iger at Knopf. 

Opening the discussion on a light 
note, Blumenthal compared presswork 
to a woman, “unpredictable, capricious, 
but quite rewarding,” and then went on 
to define good presswork as “the at- 
tempt to get maximum coverage with 
the minimum of ink.” The actual 
achievement is a different story, he told 
the group, since every circumstance 
seems to work against it. Slurs, over- 
or under-inking, and other pressroom 
complaints, Blumenthal said, were al- 
most inevitable and because of these 
factors no two jobs could be accurately 
duplicated. 


The atmospheric cause 


One of the main causes of bad press- 
work, Blumenthal emphasized, was at- 
mospheric conditions which affect roll- 
ers, paper and other equipment. The 
press should be in perfect condition and 
rollers should be constantly checked, 
“something not too common,” he added. 
Paper is extremely important because 
it interrelates all parts of good press- 
work and, he emphasized, when prob- 
lems of production time are considered, 
makeup should always be carefully 
handled. 

The approach to these problems is a 
difficult one, Blumenthal told the group, 
and by way of illustration cited the war- 
time problem of the Army Engineer 
Corps, Map Service Div., in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

Production of restricted maps at that 
time was pieced out to four lithographic 
plants for security reasons, he related, 
and despite the fact that each firm was 
given the same supplies and specifica- 
tions, the four sections of the map were 
distinctly different when it was finally 
assembled at Army Map Service head- 
quarters. The engineers never solved 
the problem, he added, because it was

not essentially an engineering one, but 
an example of the human factor plus 
other individual pressroom conditions. 

Blumenthal concluded his talk with 
the comment that “confusion and lack 
of uniformity in the graphic arts field 
lies at the door of the industry. ... We 
are designers and technicians by acci- 
dent, having picked up our knowledge 
along the way.” He strongly urged the 
publishing industry to institute a gradu- 
ate school that would cover the entire 
background of the graphic arts rather 
than specialized sections. Young people 
entering the field should be given two 
complete years of thorough training 
and a sense of the traditional instead 
of traditional design only, he asserted. 


Could be lots better 


Presswork in the industry today “is 
nowhere near as good as we would like 
it to be,” Henry Roberts told the Trade 
Book Clinic, and after quoting John 
Ruskin’s “There is hardly anything in 
the world that someone cannot make a 
little worse and sell a little cheaper . . .” 
he listed what he considered were the 
four main reasons. The industry is not 
a rich one profit-wise, he said, and is 
constantly working under budget limita- 
tions. Secondly, Roberts felt there was 
a definite lack of good pressmen in the 
book plants. The pressman in the book 
plant spends almost as much in make- 
ready time as he does press time, and 
he is further discouraged by the strenu- 
ous operation of loading the cross- 
feeder, he said. The average pressman 
would rather work in a commercial 
shop where the pressure is less demand- 
ing.. Roberts then pointed out that 
supplying the printer with poor mate- 
rials is bound to result in poor quality 
workmanship. The printer can only do 
so much with what you give him, and 
no more, he said. The pressure of time, 
pressroom workers are subjected to, 
was his final point. He asserted that 
World War II did the industry a great 
disservice because the standard of the 
times seemed to be “Get it printed and 
get it out fast.” Price cutting was not 
too prevalent today, Roberts stated, be- 
cause the publishing industry is a spe- 
cialized business. 

He summed up his discussion with 





five points production men should keep 
in mind to improve presswork: 1) give 
the printer the best materials you can 
afford; 2) make sure you design wise- 
ly; 3) see to it that the printer has all 
the information pertaining to the job; 
4) give him as much time as you can, 
and 5) most important, if the pressman 
has done a good job—make sure you 
tell him so. 


Production man’s job, too 

Sidney Jacobs, the third featured speak- 
er at the luncheon, maintained that the 
production man carries at least 50% 
of the responsibility for the quality of 
printing. Vintage Press, a subsidiary 
of Knopf, he pointed out, was willing 
to pay a higher price than usual for 
presswork on the condition that it was 
of the best quality and workmanship. 
Paper today is generally good, certain- 
ly as good as it has been in the past, 
and he noted that high bulk paper is in 
less common use. Publishers need to 
be more concerned about the quality of 
ink, more so than they presently are, 
Jacobs asserted. Another difficulty he 
had experienced was the lack of uni- 
formity in the height of plastic plates, 
and he urged publishers to inaugurate 
research in this particular field so that 
pressmen would have better plates to 
work with. 

Contrary to the previous speaker, 
Jacobs felt that printers establish their 
own time and are not necessarily pres- 
sured by publishers. When the field 
opens to younger, more enthusiastic 
men, the quality of presswork will defi- 
nitely improve, he said, because older 
pressroom workers are too tradition- 
bound to be receptive to new ideas. The 
production man can improve upon his 
presswork by scouting the man who will 
make a good future pressroom foreman, 
he commented. 

On the subject of offset versus letter- 
press printing, Jacobs maintained that 
offset had the lead because materials 
are better to work with, paper is gen- 
erally smoother, equipment is compara- 
tively newer, the offset worker is more 
progressive, and the competition is 
keener. 

Although the publishing industry has 
never set up decent standards, Jacobs 
claimed, production men can help the 
printer to realize that they are both 
working toward the same goal.
